Hampshire, 


where 
he was born In February, 
1812. 


He began life poor and 
reached 
bis 


majority a bound boy on a farm. 
Af- 


ter serving 
his farming 
apprentice- 


ship he obtained 
some education and 


located at Natlck. where he went Into 
politics and was a member of the As- 
sembly or Senate 
for a series of years. 


He was among the fust and most 
ear- 


nest 
opponents 
of slavery, 
and 
he 


maintained 
his warfare until the 
in- 


stitution was no more. 
In the State 


Legislature 
and 
the 
United 
States 


Senate on this issue he was always ear- 
nest aud uncompromising. 
As a man 


Mr. Wiusox was scrupulously honest. 
He was a man of strong likes and 
dis- 


likes, and pronounced 
iv his opinions. 


His enemies will not deny his purity 
of purpose, 
and 
in hfadeath 
the 
na- 


tion sustains the loss of- a good man.
